They learned, too, better than I could tell 
them, because they would not believe me, 
how the poor live on the few cents they are 
given or earn each week. 

„After a careful study of prices and con- 
ditions at the Workingmen’s Home, 1341 
‘State street, I have reached the conclusion 
| that a man-may subsist on 50 cents a week. 
He would have seven cents a day for his three 
meals and at the end of the week he would 
find himself master of one cent, which he 
could use for some luxury such as sliced 
bananas, apple or grape sauce, which he had 
denied himself during the preceding days. 
“The menu ean be varied from meal to 
meal without increasing the price, They 
have bean and vegetable soups, corn and oat- 
meal mushes, potatoes, beans, and cabbage, 
sliced or a whole banana, apple, grape, and 
prune , granose biscuit, nut butter, and 
caramel cereal for a drink, all these dishes 
being one cent each, They serve two boiled 
eggs for four cents. A cup of boiled milk is 
three cents, a bow! of boiled milk five cents; 
milk toast four cents, and fruit toast three 
cents. A glass of good milk is served for 
two cents. These last named dishes are lux- 
uries and cannot be included in the 50-cent-a- 


week list.” 


Total Expenses for 
Mr. Gossard has figured out the least one 
may live on for a week and live fairly well 
from the standpoint of the ambitionlese or 
moneyless man. The best kept cheap lodg- 
ing houses in the city are conducted by tho 
Salvation Army, and one of these is located 
in the levee. An officer and his wife have 
charge of the lodging house and take pride 
in seeing that it is kept elean and comforta- 
ble. Lodging costs 10 cents a night, includ- 
ing coffee and rolls for breakfast. Mr. Gos- 
sard’s estimate ot cost for the week is: .

Crews of Engines Used in England Held 
to Work Against the Ameri- 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIRUNE.] 

LONDON, June 8.—An important explana- 
tion is necegsary anent the dispute as to the 
rival merits of American and English loco- 
motives which have been tested in this coun- 
try. The unfavorable report made this week 
in regard to the coal burning, lubricating, and 
repairing expense of American locomotives 
was perfectly ‘impartial, so far as the Mid- 
land railway officials were concerned. 


American locomotives have been introduced 
the engineers and firemen have bitterly op- 
posed what they regarded as an unwarrant- 
ed invasion of the fleſd of British industry, 
and they determined to find no good in the 
transatlantic machines if they could help it. 
The expense of running locomotives in the 
three res s named is absolutely de- 
pendent on the crews which operate them. 

It may be taken for granted that American 
locomotives in England never will achieve 
the best results until they are handled by 
American engineers and firemen, who are 
loyally desirous to produce the best results.

Aerial Ship Built for the De- 
clared Practicable After a Test 
in England.

LONDON, June 8.—Great secrecy has been 
observed by Denny Bros., the builders of 
Shamrock II., in the construction ot a flying 
machine for Sefiors Bagara, father and son.

She improved, however, and was brought

“ The principal cause of anxiety in her 
case since her arrival in Washington has 
been acute endocarditis (inflammation of the 
lining membrane of the heart), involving 
the mitral valve, the result of the same blood 
infection. This does not appear to be pro- 
gressive, and there has beem an improve- 
ment in the diarrhea and in her general con- 
dition. Mrs. McKinley’s case at the pres-

It is interesting as a matter of specula- 
tion to ask what is the psychology of the 
prevailing attitude toward growth in the 
population of cities. Is our satisfaction in 
such growth merely a commercial feeling, 
resting back upon a presumable increase in 
land values and business profits? Or is it an 
evidence, a dim or perhaps subconscious per- 
| ception, that an increasing population ac-

tually means better opportunities for lite 


to the average person? Be the reason what 

it may, it is a striking fact that, despite 
its problems, despite its tendencies toward 
| physical deterioration in a few genera- 
tions, the thickening of population in and 
around great centers is everywhere noted 
with exultation by the geople immediately 
concerned. 

The of She: greatest city ot 
the world are no exception in this respect. 
They are now calling attention to the ex- 
pansion of the British metropolis shown by 
the recent census returns. While London 
proper has added but 307,717 since 1891, | 
and now contains 4,536,034 persons, the 

“outer ring,” which falls within a radius 
of about thirteen or fourteen miles from 
Charing Cross, has increased at the rate 
of over 46 per cent, and when this area 
is added to make Greater London the total 
population of the latter is found to reach six 
and a half millions and to have increased 
during the last ten years by nearly a mil- 
lion. The rate of increase in this “ outer 
ring has been about 2 per cent less than dur- 
ing the decade from 1881 to 1891, but that 
of London proper fell from 10.4 to 5.8 per 
cent, and several of its inner districts suf- 
fered an absolute and marked decrease dur- 
ing the later decade.

OME highly nt and interenting 
discoveries have recently been made in different 
parts of Italy. In Tarentum, once the rival of 
| Rome, the famous Italian archsologist, Professor 
Quagliati, has found a number of graves of Greek ori- 
gin and an important Roman Necropolis. The Grecian 
graves contained a number of beautifully tinted 
vases, and the Rom an graves, among which a curi- 
ous little temple was found, are almost in every case 


— 


ed and covered with terra cotta tiles, others are 
carved out of solid blocks of stone, and still others 
consist of sarcophagi of tufa and limestone. Some 
of these graves contain ashes, others skeletons, ac- 


3 yy the usual objects which were placed in Roman graves, small 
glass bottles for oils and satves, caskets, bronze mirrors, hairpins, spin- 
dles, earspoons, gilt bronze pitchers, rings, cut gems, and ether things. Of 
particular interest is a catacomb like a mausoleum, with steps leading 
down to spacious interior, which contained couch-like biers niches 
tor urns. The interior walls are covered with fresco paintings, those of 
the vaulted ceiling representing a grape arbor, those of the side walls myth- 


_ ological scenes with dancing sat yrs, bacchantes, garlands of flowers, ani- 
mals, atabesques, and Mercurius in his capacity of Nekroforos. 

Professor Boni, who is conducting the excavations in Rome, is just at 
present ‘concentrating his atten tion upon the early Christian basilica at the 
foot of the Palatine, called Santa Maria Liberatrix. Under that basilica 
Professor Boni has discovered a large number of primitive graves from the 
seventh and eighth centuries. Some beautiful and valuable fragments of

SUCCESSFUL PRODUCERS.

Popular Impression That Becnuse They 

Are the Stars of Their Day in Speed 

They Will Not Succeed in the Stud Is

The fact that the ex-champion trotter, 


Nancy Hanks, has a 3-year-old son that can 


Step well has been the occasion on the part 


of some newspapers for calling attention to 
the fact that in the past the mares thal 
have held the trotting championship have 
pot been even fairly successful as producers 
of speed after being placed in the breeding 
ranks. Beginning with Flora Temple, the 
first trotter to beat 2:20, the records show 
that as producers these mares, the fastest 
of their day, are outclassed by animals with 
not a tithe of their speed. ' 
But when one looks into the matter the 
explanation is simple. To begin with, the 
old-time trotters were kept on the turf until 


they were what would be called old almost 


beyond the point of usefulness in these stir- 
ting days. Take, for instance, the case of 
Nora Temple, who was even more the trot- 
ting champion of her day than any of her 
Successors. She was foaled in 1845, be 

trotting in the fall of 1852. when 7 years old, 
and kept steadily at it until the fall of 1861, 
When the 16-year-old mare, still game as a 
pebble but with her greatest flight of speed 


gone, took part in a series of races against |

TNetired Too Late. 
» It was after ten consecutive years of cam- 
paigning that the bobtail mare was sent to 
the stud. What opportunity did she have 
do make a reputation as a producer of speed? 
Her physical energy had been depleted by 
ten years of campaigning, the like of which 
liorsés of the present day never endure, 
Weause she went races at two and three 
miles, and her last two winning races (in 
1561, when she was 16) were at two and 
three mile heats against John Morgan. The 
time of the two mile race, trotted on June 
18, was 4:55%, 4:524%. One week later came. 
the three mile event, and this she won in 
7:47, 7:48. How many trotters of the pres- 
ent day are there whose extreme speed limit 
to a seventy pound, old-fashioned, high 
wheel sulky is 2:19% that could come out at 
16 and trot. winning races in respectable 
time at two and three mile heats before 
July 1?

Limit to Speed and Endurance. 

There are only so many 2:15 miles in any 
trotter,” said an old trainer, talking of the 
Neva Patchen 2:15 mile in May, “ and every 
time you extract one of them there is some- 
thing gone that cannot be replaced. Of 
course you will hear that a 2:08% trotter 
can’t be strung out much by a 2:15 mile, but 
don't believe it, A fast quarter now and then 
is all right, especially if you know that the 


distance in considerably better time than you 
are asking for, but even this sort of thing 
can easily be overdone. What the average 
trotter or pacer needs, once it is known that 
the speed is there, is a lot of slow miles. Take 
a horse that can step a 2:16 gait for a quarter. 
At this time of year such a trotter ought to 
be getting a lot of 2:40 miles, about six or 
seven of them a week in two workouts, and 


in one mile of each workout it would be all 
right to let him step through the stretch in 


from. :37 to :36. 

** Don’t worry about fast miles. Keep away 
from them as long as you can. Dozens of 
slow miles are what the horse needs, and 
while half a dozen of them a week will doa 
lot of good, one mile in 2:30 or a halfin about 
1:11 is likely to undo all the good that has 
been accomplished by the mile-on-mile sys- 
tem and very likely knock out your horse for 
the balance of the season. That is the system 
on which Doble, Hickok, Turner, and the 
old school of drivers prepared their horses, 
and today there is not a man in the business 
that can give either one of that trio points 
about how to train a trotter. They are con- 
tindally ‘sampling’ their horses at mile 
heats to see how fast they can go. An oc- 
casional fast quarter tells them all they want 
to know about the speed end of the problem, 
and what they are working on is to bring the 
horse to the post fit to go four or five heats at 
his best clip and then come out of the battle 
ready for another hard race the following 
week. After they have put a lot of 2:40 miles 
under a horse's belt they will drop to 2:35, 
and pretty soon to 2:30, but the point about 
which they are most particular is that there 
shall be a whole lot of the 2:40 work. : 


Doble’s Training Methods. 
„And they are not at all anxious to split 
their horses open for even one full mile before 
starting them. If Doble thinks a horse can 
sure step in 2:15 you will see hirn going a few 
miles in 2:20 as race day approaches, and no 
doubt in some of them there will be a quarter. 
in 38 seconds and a half in 1:07. That tells 
him the 2:15 mile is there, and as to gameness, 
In the case of a green horse good trainers 
judge of that by his breeding and actions in 
general. They are not stepping the trotter 
three heats at the top of his speed a week 
before the race just to be sure he is ‘ game.’ 
Not those boys. They will size any horse 
pretty close after they have trained him a 
few months and stepped him some 2:20 miles, 
and they know better than anybody that to 
go dragging 2:15 miles out of a 2:15 horse be- 
tore race day can do no possible good and 
may do a lot of harm. I have seen Doble win 
a race in 2:214% with a mare that he had never 
driven a mile in her work better than 2:32, 
but she had stepped quarters at a rate that 
satisfied him she was close to a 2:20 horse, 
und the first time he started her in a race 
she proved how accurate was his judgment. 
“If Doble, Hickok, Geers, or McHenry 
was training a trotter that had showed 2:08% 
last fall do you think he would be stepping 
a 2:15 mile in May? About 2:35 would suit 
those boys better. The 2:15 part would come 
a month or so later, and there would be three 
comfortably fast miles about ten days ahead 
of the first race, and if the horse was a real 
2708 trotter these miles would be around 2:12 
to 2:14.

The aggregate supplies of 
breadstuffs on e, in Europe, Argentina, 
United States, and Canada on June 1, 1901, 
were estimated equal to 160,498,000 bu, com- 
pared with 179,976,000 bu on May 1, and 
165,179,000 bu on June 1, 1900. The aggregate 
decrease during May was 19,478,000 bu—17,- 
206,000 bu in the United States and Canada, 
and 2,272,000 bu in other countries—compared 
with a decrease of 17,587,000 bu in May, 1900. 
In the United States and Canada the reduc- 
tion was 9,736,000 bu at “‘ official visible sup- 
ply points, and 7,470,000 bu at outsidg 
points. The decrease at the “ official visible 
supply points would probably have been 
larger, but they received considerable wheat 
which had been stored at outside points. — 
Daily Trade Bulletin.

The 
members of the board are as intelligent 
and law-abiding as the average citizen. Is 
it necessary for the directors to impose on 
them special police regulations as to their 


conduct when not on the premises of the 


board? Privilege trading is legal in some 
States, and is generally permitted on the 
various exchanges. There is no more moral 
objection to it than to options on real 
estate or other property. Many speculators 
will not trade unless they can limit their 
losses by this form of insurance. Why 
should we drive this class of business to 
other exchanges by attempting to do the 
| work of the State in exercising control over 
the action of individuals at all times and 
places? In olden times the schoolmaster 
was made responsible for the behavior of 
his pupils from the time they left home in 
the morning till they returned at night. Is 
it necessary for the Board of Trade to as- 
sume a similar attitude toward its members? 
What the board needs as an organization is 
less legislation and more business. 
Commenting on the directors’ circular 
urging members to vote down the proposi- 
tion to restore trading in puts and calls, an 
old member says: Instead of driving away 
trade from our market and giving it to Mul- 
waukee and Duluth, would it not be as well 
for the President and directors to go before 
the Legislature and seek to get an obnoxious 
statute repealed?

studying oratory in school, preferring to 
practice it instead after they are Mrough 
with school and have gone from scholastic 
walls out into the world. It was also a ques- 
tion why women who study oratory in such 
numbers seldom win any sort.of renown as 


orators after they leave college. It was also | 


a question tothe lay mind why women, who 
certainly have no record of great achieve- 
ments by their sex as orators to encourago 
them, should care to spend several years 
studying oratory: But inasmuch as they do 
study, why is it that in spite of the fact that 
the proportion of women graduates in the 
art is as forty-three to one there is hardly 
ever a woman who wins succesg and becomes 
famous as an orator? . 

In the class which graduated from the 
Northwestern School of Oratory last Friday 
the only man was Ralph Dennis of Traer, 
la. He sat on the stage during the com- 
mencement exercises with the forty-three 
women graduates all about him, and he alone 
of his sex to be graduated in an art in which 
men from the time of the earliest antiquity 
have excelled. St. Paul, who said: Let the 


women keep silent in the churches,” would [| 


probably have been horrified to have seen 
forty-three of that sex given diplomas from 
a college of oratory and to realize that they 
had been given the same drill and preparation 
as orators that the lone man graduateshad. 

To à person ignorant of the aims of: the 
Northwestern School of Oratory, or, in fact, | 
any school of oratory, the spectacle of seeing 
forty-three women graduate from the insti- 
tution and only one man would be much like 
seeing forty-three men graduating from a 
boarding school for young ladies. Oratory 
in the popular mind is considered as some- 
thing associated entirely with the male sex, 
just as housekeeping, sewing, china painting, 
cookery, and the like are indissolubly a part 
of woman's realm. 

The explanation of why there is nothing 
inconsistent in the graduation of forty-three 
women and one man from a school of oratory 
is given by Professor R. M. Cumnock, A. M 
the director of the Northwestern Schoo: of 
Oratory. Professor Cumnock said: If the 
word elocution should be inserted in place of 
the word oratory on the program of the class 
that graduated last Friday night perhaps the 
perplexity in the minds of those who are 
afraid that the graduation of forty-three 
women and only one man means the turning 
over by men of oratory to women would be 
alleviated. I will say first that about twiceas 
many men as women study oratory and pub- 
lic speaking in the Northwestern University, 
but the majority of the students study ora- 
tory as a part of their regular college curicu- 
lum and do not take up the special course and 
take a degree from the School of Oratory. 
For instance, I have in the College of Liberal 
Arts 204 students, and in the Garrett Biblical 
Institute 162. The mission of the School of 
Oratory properly is not to turn out orators 
or what is known in political slang as spell- 
binders. The aim of the department is to 
prepare young men and women to teach elo- 
cution, higher English and physical culture. 
If it had been announced in the papers last 
Friday that forty-three women and one man 
had been graduated in a course comprising 
elocution, higher English, and physical cul- 
ture I wonder if anybody would have thought 
the event likely to turn the accepted order 
of things upside down. 

“Only those are received in the school 
who have a special adaptability for elocution- 
ary work, and elocution is studied by those 
who take it up as their life work and who 
after graduation become teachers of elocu- 
tion in high schools or academies. The de- 
mand from most of these institutions is for 
women teachers, as they teach for much less 
than men. A man cannot afford to devote 
himself to the teaching of elocution unless he 
secures a position in a college where the sal- 
ary would be sufficient to warrant the expen- 
sive preliminary training that he must make 
and the giving up of all his time te the art. 
For that reason we had but one man graduate 
from this department last Pridey | night, 
while there were forty-three women.“

possible allowance of room or space. The cost of fitting out a small aquarium . 


is small, the habite of the fishts are exceedingly interesting. Native fish are 
preferred by many gold fish lovers, San Francisco furnishing a large amount 
of fine stock, although the Kastern States and Indiana send on fine fish in 
large numbers. German gold fish are fancied by some people, but cannot be 
induced to thrive in this country. The Japanese and Oriental fantails are 
really the handsomest fish procur able, but have been shut out of America for 


nearly two years on account of the spreading of the Asiatic or bubonic plague. 


Now, however, they are beginning to come into the United States, by way ot 
San Francisco, in moderate quantity. The food on which the gold fish are found 
to thrive best comes from Germany. The water moss employed in aquart- 
ums, and without which the gold fish will not prosper, was secured, in the early 
days ofthe Chicago “ fish farm, from many sources. For a long time, how- 
ever, the Mieses Adams have grown large quantities of this moss for their own 
use and for the Chicago market. From this time on they will rear and propa- 


“ silver fish "—constitutes one of the most interesting and most recent experi- 
ments made by the owners of the Chicago “ fish farm.“ The paradise fish de- 
long to the “ nest-building order of watery inhabitants, and the nests, com- 
posed of air bubbles, sometimes fairly gigantic im proportion to the size of the

Still, m spite of 
all the care and effort necessary, the Misses Adams find delight and continual 
pleasure in the care and study oftheir strange little dependents. The work 
has for some time absorbed the time and attention of all three young women.

ly enthusiastic concerning the fish and their care and habits, although her 
sister, Miss Roxa Adams, is really at the head of the “fish farm“ Both 
young women agree, however, that no small amount of time, care, and atten- 
tion are necessary for anything like success in the way of fish culture, and the 
same duties, although seemingly small and unimportant, müsst be performed.

on that vine. Only 50 per cent of the fukurin 
seeds—sold at prices ranging from 10 cents to 
$1 or $2 each seed—ever grow at all, and only 
five seeds out of 100 may be expected to pro- 
duce fukurins. The raising of asagaos is a 
speculation that might well lure a Wall street 
man to such early rising, midsummer mad- 
ness. The asagao is the flower of Jap- 
anese flowers, the.miracle of their floricul- 
ture, and one may best ascribe it to pure nec- 
romancy and cease to question and pursue.’’

‘moval of his seeming rival. He accordingly 
betrays the Count’s hiding HERBS to soldiers 
of the convention.

The 
crowd that hooted and guyed the man who 
went down the street on the afternoon of 
May 31 wearing a straw hat stood in respect- 
ful silence when he passed the next fore- 
noon. The same man with the straw hat 
who on the afternoon of May 31 went skulk- 
ing down the thoroughfare like a guilty 
thing that had done some monstrous crime 


acted differently when fourteen hours had 


rolled around and he again appeared before 
his fellow man. For on his second appear- 
ance, while he still wore the straw hat, yet 
instead of skuiking and instinctively dodg- 
ing as though some one was throwing things 
at him he walked proudly erect and, flushed 
with triumph, stepped bravely and gailantly .

Our 
sales for this year in straw hats are unusual- 
ly small owing to the cold weather of this un- 
usually backward spring. While June lis the 
day on which the straw hat is supposed to 
make its appearance, we usually sell a large 


number before that date. It is not custom- R 


ary to wear the straw hat before then, but 
people buy their hats and have them ready 
beforehand, just like they buy their Easter 


suits long before Easter 90 as to have all 


ready for dress parade on the great day. But 
this year there were few straw hats sold the 
two weeks preceding June 1. Our customers 
had an idea that June 1 would be cold and 
‘windy, like our other spring days have been, 
and that it would be useless to buy a summer 
straw hat until they saw signs of summer. 


“While the June 1 rule has come to be re- 


garded as binding as far as wearing straw 


hats goes, still when the spring is warm and 
pleasant we often sell a great many straw 


hats, which are immediately put on and 
worn, two or three weeks ahead of the date 
which some unknown lawmaking body has 
established as the only date on which the 


. Straw hat may appear. The straw hat trade 


is heavy up to the Fourth of July, after 
‘which it takes a sudden slump, and from 
then on until the season ends there is little 
demand for straw headgear.“ : 

The dealer said that, in his opinion, the 
most popular straw hat this summer would 
be the one which is shaped like a fedora 
and is called the straw fedora. It has a 
crown, with a deep dent in the center, and the 
brim has straight edges. 

The telescope straw hat is one of the new 
things seen in the hat store. It looks as 
though the crown had been pushed in about 
half an inch at the top. In the other straw 
hats of the more conventional shapes it is 
noticed that the crowns are hardly so high 
this year as the past, and that also the 
brims are narrower. One that it is predict-. 
ed will become popular is thick woven, the 
brim having three plaits around the edge 


instead of one. 

The ribbon worn dn the hats this summer 
has the bow at ed-—or, rather, one end 
of the ribbon is formed into a bow, the latter 
not being made separate and sewed on as 
was the case last year. One effect of the 
late unpleasantness with Spain may be seen 
in the Panama hats from Santiago, Havana, 
and Porto Rico, which are now to be found 
in every hat store. Of course there were 
Panama hats to be had in the stores before 
the Spanish war, but they were of a more 
conventional shape and not the exact kind 
worn in Cuba and in Central American 
States as is the case today, Cnd there was 
not the demand for them that there is at 
present, | 


Much of the straw used in hats comes from 
Central America, South America, and the 
adjacent. islands. A fine brand of straw is 
also brought from Japan, although a good 
straw is also to be procured in this country. 

The straw used for hats is usually pulled 
up by hand, roots and all, and sorted over 
carefully. The grain heads are shorn off 
with a sharp knife and the stalks are tied in 
small bundles and carried into sheds, where 
they are split and made into reels of plait, 
each sixty yards long. The plait is fed into 
the jaws of a gigantic sewing machine and 
sewed into shapes that resemble mushrooms. 
A band of finer plait is sewn around the 
outer edge. Then the hats are plunged into 
a stiffening solution, and after that are 
placed in a blocking machine, which closes 
down on the straw with a pressure of 200 
pounds to the square inch. Then the band of
